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All available holotypes and syntypes of the Ethiopian and Madagascan 
species of Cerceris have been examined; lectotype designations have been made 
where applicable. Numerous new instances of synonymy are recorded, often 
necessitating status changes of the species concerned. Of the 327 described 
species from these Regions, 227 species are recognized as valid; 83 lectotypes 
are designated and 35 new synonymies are made. 


INTRODUCTION 


The last two major reviews of the Ethiopian species of Cerceris were Brauns’ 
1926 and Arnold's 1931 works, the latter paper having incorporated posthumously 
Brauns’ unpublished work on this genus, as edited by Arnold (Brauns died early in 
1929). Since then Arnold described many more new Ethiopian species in various 
papers. In Arnold's 1945 work on Madagascan Sphecidae a number of new species of 
Cerceris are described. Giordani Soika, Leclereq and Guiglia have made their contribu- 
tions; so have I in a series of papers where some species are grouped and some new 
species are described. However, in view of the large number of published descriptions 
of species from the Ethiopian and Madagascan Regions (327 species) and the homoge- 
neity of the genus, I have been conducting an intensive study of all available holotypes, 
paratypes, syntypes and lectotypes in order to establish the true identities of the species 
already described. By incorporating the results of these studies into a full revision 
would so delay their publication, so it was felt that this preliminary compilation would 
summarize the conclusions for the benefit of current workers, and provide a suitable 
base for future revisionary work. 

The types of the Ethiopian and Madagascan species of Cerceris Latreille have 
been found in numerous European and some South African Museums, although the 
majority are in the British Museum (Natural History), the South African Museum and 
the Transvaal Museum, mainly due to the work of Smith, Cameron, Turner, Brauns 
and Arnold. Most of the Schletterer and Kohl types are in the Vienna Museum; Saus- 
sure’s types, with some exceptions, are in the Geneva Museum. Cameron’s types are 
either in the British Museum, Stockholm Museum, Transvaal Museum or Albany Mu- 
seum. Dahlbom’s types are either in Stockhoim Museum or Lund University Museum. 
Guiglia’s and Giordani Soika’s types are in the Genoa Museum or Turin University 
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Museum, respectively. Maidl’s types are in the Vienna Museum; Bischoff's and Klug's 
types are in the Berlin Museum. Taschenberg's types are in the Martin Luther Univer- 
sity Museum at Halle. Leclercq's types are in the Tervuren Museum. Arnold's primary 
Madagascan types are in the Paris Museum; Madagascan paratypes in the South Afri- 
can Museum. 

Past authors, such as Smith, Saussure, Cameron and Turner, usually had a 
number of specimens on which they had based their descriptions; these are syntypes. 
Of the numerous types Brauns and Arnold had designated, many fall into the category 
of syntypes. All these are dealt with when they occur in the text. 

It is interesting to record that Arnold's hymenopterous Collection was recent- 
ly transferred from the National Museum of Zimbabwe, Bulawayo to the South African 
Museum, Cape Town, in exchange for six Zimbabwean Stone Eagles!
